accused using teachers saloon keepers, 
street cleaners, grooms, etc. St. John 
Baptist Salle demands that every 
one his disciples professional 
teacher, who must renounce any other 
profession, even the holy priesthood, 
rather than jeopardize his educational in- 
terest and efficiency. Thus says: 
Institute the Brothers the Christian 
Schools society which profession 
made keeping schools gratuitously. 
The end this Institute give 
teach them lead good lives,” etc.; and: 
“The twelve virtues good master are: 
gravity, silence, humility, prudence, wis- 
dom, patience, reserve, meekness, zeal, 
vigilance, piety, generosity.” 

The professional training the early 
Brothers was fostered also frequent 
assemblies experienced and 
masters study their common experiences 
and inspired with new ideals. 
like visualize these meetings where each 
one communicated his experiences, his 
successes, his failures, his hopes, and some- 
times his despair, and proposed modifica- 
tions and adaptations the most popular 
guide the elementary teacher the 
close the seventeenth century. 
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Establishing Normal Schools 


The sagacious observations and the edu- 
cational intuition St. John Baptist 
Salle made him conscious, from the 
very early days, that attract his 
schools unruly street vagabonds, break 
the cold indifference illiterate parents, 
counter the bitter and persistent at- 
tacks the Master Writers and School 
Teachers Guild, needed teachers 
unusual ability, who could not trained 
occasional meetings and discussions. 
then that visualized the need 
seminaries for teachers where proper aca- 
demic, professional, and practical instruc- 
tion would imparted. soon this 
imperative need shone his mind, 
convened daily his few teachers 
manorial mansion until would feasible 
organize normal school first for his 
own “Brothers” and then for the prepara- 
tion extern teachers for the rural dis- 
tricts. Later established normal schools 
Reims 1684, Rethel 1686, Fere 
1687 (?), Paris 1690, and Saint 
Denis 1709. When study the organi- 
zation and the program study these 
normal schools, and the provision for 
practice schools attached them, 
wonder the foresight and the educational 
wisdom and inspiration the founder 
the modern popular schools. But our 
astonishment rises when read how 
received boys years old train them 
more thoroughly the juniorate, the novi- 
tiate, and the scholasticate for their future 
mission Christian teachers. Our admira- 
tion and surprise reach higher peak when 
read the Conduct the Christian 
Schools the provisions, rules, organiza- 
tion, and school officers (inspectors) pro- 
vided for the care in-service training and

Our Saint gave pertinent proof his 
sagacious wisdom when provided for 
the complete social security his teachers, 
that they may devote themselves whole- 
heartedly their noble profession without 
worrying about old age and sickness. 

spite the entrenched and powerful 
influence the Writing Masters and 
School Teachers guilds, who controlled ele- 
mentary education the end the 
seventeenth century, with the only excep- 
tion the so-called charity schools for 
the children the destitute, St. John 
Baptist Salle set against them 
such stubborn passive and active resist- 
ance, that they were obliged yield the 
devotion and efficiency the new teachers, 
who received free into their schools both 
rich and poor. The Saint insisted uncon- 
ditionally that could not take charge 
any school unless the pastor, the munici- 
pality, some benefactor would provide 
suitable school building, proper school 
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furniture, and the funds that the teachers 
needed for their meager sustenance. Thus 
was obeying loyally the conciliar and 
episcopal decisions that prescribed that 
elementary instruction should free all. 
And, even today, spite most adverse 
circumstances, his spiritual children are the 
stubborn and resolute champions free 
education for all.

prudently and wisely for exceptional chil- 
dren who are out step with their group. 

And cannot gainsay his great courage 
and initiative when broke resolutely the 
lock step the long-entrenched custom 
using the Latin language the universal 
teaching tool, and introduced the use the 
vernacular which was yet despised the 
“vulgar” and the “common” tongue.

deep understanding child psychol- 
ogy enabled St. John Baptist Salle 
provide organizations and rules for ex- 
admire, try imitate, and adapt our 
present circumstance. The student ex- 
ceptional ability was enticed greater 
endeavors series “tasks” measured 
his capacity, and wise and graded 
system promotion. The ambitious pupil 
was offered series honorable positions 
which could gain the esteem his 
fellows and exert his ability his maxi- 
mum, participating the government

kept under control wise and construc- 
tive disciplinary rules, that would not warp 
his temper and which were rather pre- 
ventive than punitive.

Physical punish- 
ment was inflicted rarely and with 
much prudence and moderation that the 
culprit, realizing his guilt and the great 
kindness his corrector, would promise 
gratefully amend himself. The causes 
truancy were investigated every 
single case, and the truant was shown 
the great injury was causing himself. 
Reformatory schools were set lasting 
psychological and religious principles 
again” into useful citizens the young 
men who had become social danger. Even 
persons who had been cast away society 
were not abandoned St. John Baptist 
Salle; took charge them the 
penitentiary and turned many out use- 
ful and ambitious citizens. His disciplinary 
system was based the principle 
fortiter but suaviter modo;

Their feet still 
get their way; their timing bad; their 


arms are mechanical semaphores; they 
act like and Robot after the master 
mechanic and electrician have forgotten oil 
the hinges. When they have make public 
appearance requiring bit 
they look uncomfortable lion cub 
learning his first tricks the tune the 
lion-tamer’s whip. Dancing may iron out 
some the worst kinks, but sports alone 
will give these boys and girls all-round 
facility the use their muscles. 

They need not play nor even aspire play 
the school teams. The intramural program 
the ordinary high school will offer sufficient 
outlet for their play instinct. will give them 
chance develop physical grace; will 
teach them the many lessons competitive 
sports, such self-denial for the good the 
team, cooperation, common-sense attitude 
toward winning and losing, perseverance 
against odds, patience physical 
pain and humiliations, proper confidence 
one’s ability. They themselves may sur- 
prised learn how much fun competitive 
sports can bring them; they may end 
needing the bit instead the spur. They 
certainly won’t step into mature life with 
inferiority complex generated their 
awkward, graceless carriage and motion. 
wallflowers are decorating your halls, uproot 
them; grow better another climate.

the natural difficulties inherent every 
subject, Ancient and Medieval History add 
further obstacle—the events 
place remote and unknown past. 

There one teaching method especially 
suited help meet this problem: the use 
simple drawings and illustrated outlines 
crystallize the facts and project them the 
proper perspective. Every day see this 
method employed other fields endeavor, 
and with great success.

Illustrated outlines historical events are 
not difficult make few fundamental re- 
quisites are kept mind. brief study 
the numerous advertisements and the war 
posters will furnish many ideas useful for il- 
lustrations classwork well under- 
standing the qualities that make them 
effective. Though artistic skill will helpful 
elements are essential. First, there must 
striking title catch the eye and give the 
predominant note the sketch. Often 
chapter heading some phrase from the 
textbook will furnish suitable title. Sec-

repeated phrase: “The Babylonian Captivity,” 
has been used the title.

Age, the title chosen was: “The Golden Age 
Rome,” while the Latin word was 
used the motif since often em- 
ployed characterize that period. Thirdly, 
addition the title and the motif, the il- 
lustration should include brief outline the 
principal historical facts the period 
event illustrated. This outline must nec- 
essarily brief. intended not supplant 
the more complete outlines but rather supple- 
ment them. Just the title should strik- 
ing and the outline limited essentials, 
the design and entire motif should simple. 
Complicated designs and numerous details de- 
stroy the effect, and the pupil distracted 
the minutiae. The illustration the Per- 
Age summarizes this period five 
words: history, drama, poetry, art, and philos- 
ophy. Notice also the simplicity the accom- 
panying Avignon sketch. Besides the date, 
there are just two ideas expressed; exile and 
submission.

The next problem that naturally confronts 
the teacher how use such illustrations. 
This will depend great part the in- 
genuity the teacher; but three methods 
readily present themselves. First all put the 
illustration the blackboard colored 
chalk.

They are meant simply comple- 
ment other methods, develop the ability 
recognize essentials, and vitalize the dry 
facts outline. short, these illustra- 
tions call upon, help the ear, the highly 
receptive sense sight. 


Psychology Mathematics 
Thomas Melady, M.A. 


easier talk about psychology 
relation education general than its 
application individual subject. Yet 
psychological principles must applied 
every branch the curriculum, rather 
the pupils who are doing the studying. This 
article attempt indicate how psychol- 
ogy may applied the teaching mathe- 
matics that maximum development the 
pupils may the happy result. 

First all, when teacher mathe- 
matics look forward the school day, how 
visualize the teaching periods? 
look upon them being half-hour forty- 
minute periods which the chief 
actor? think the learning activ- 
ities the pupils being the paramount 
factors? thinking largely concerned 
with what will do, then 
following psychological law number one: Each 
child has innate desire for success every 
subject. Therefore, everything that must 
aimed making the pupil successful. 

How shall about this business mak- 
ing the child taste success? The preliminary 
step find out just what the pupil now 
knows, because psychological law number 


two says, “Proceed from the known the 
unknown.” pupils know their funda- 
mental facts? the elementary school, 
they know their addition and multiplication 
tables? must test every individual pupil. 
The standard must high; fact, the re- 
sponse must instantaneous when the pupil 
the pupil knows his fundamental facts, 
then take him over “step-up” course 
mental arithmetic. This procedure consists 
simply making the work more difficult, 
more challenging, thus following another 
psychological law: Pupils instinctively love 
challenge. Five minutes day will suffice for 
this type work, provided that done 
with vigorous stride, with plenty action. 
The “step-up” plan mental arithmetic 
may prepared the teacher follows: 
(1) (2) (3) 46; 
(4) (5) (6) 46+ 
456 (10) 4563. 
will observed that each type mental 
activity more difficult than the 
thus giving the pupils the idea reaching 
higher and higher standards. For the 
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first while, the numbers should written 
the board that the children will have prac- 
tice building good mental images. 
Building clear mental images numbers 
another important psychological factor 
mathematical study, and the teacher should 
tell the pupils about it, and explain that for 
time the numbers will placed the 
board help them acquire power this 
type mental development. should also 
explained that later they will have 
depend the ear alone, the numbers will 
not written the board. 

The work will proceed more vigorously 
the pupils are asked stand when they have 
answer. The answer should taken 
soon reasonable number are standing. 
Those who have the correct answer may sit 
down, while the others 
Physical action often helps mental action 
the psychological law governing this phase. 

Give judicious praise. Dr. Allers has pointed 
out the function praise his admirable 
book The Psychology Character. Praise 
may given the group well the 
individual. pleased with the way you 
are attacking these questions. note that 
everyone trying hard. You did much bet- 
ter today than yesterday. pleased with 
your speed and accuracy.” Remarks like these 
are valuable praise for the group. Weaker 
members may encouraged individual 
praise. “Don’t discouraged; keep trying, 
and you will soon good this work. 
Don’t afraid remain standing; you 
didn’t get the right answer, won’t scold you 
embarrass you.” Such comments will help 
the slower pupils. Besides, the teacher 
speaks this way, another important psycho- 
logical law will followed: Build morale. 
Building morale, for strong pupils well 
weak ones, just important the 
classroom the fighting services. 

far, the teacher has been the chief actor 
conducting the mental arithmetic activ- 
ities. After certain appropriate time, the 
pupils should the conducting. Otherwise 
how will the psychological law pupil activ- 
ity fully and most fruitfully carried out? 
good rule this respect may stated 
follows: Use pupil power for everything that 
the pupil can do, and use teacher power for 
what the pupil cannot do. course, this 
principle applies not only mathematics but 
every subject the course. 

Just word about the solving problems. 
Pupils elementary school and the high 
school well often fail develop power 
this work. “step-up” course mental 
arithmetic and mental algebra will very often 
prepare them for success. Frequently, how- 
ever, the fact that teachers work the problem 
all the way through with the class has 
much with lack ability problem 
solving anything else. When new type 
work encountered, why not just throw 
the problem them and let them try it? 
Some are almost certain find out for them- 
selves how it. Then let the teacher 
praise their efforts. The hearing this 
praise, will drawn into making effort. 
Give the students chance taste suc- 
cess. However, pupils cannot solve the 
problem, then the teacher should give them 
start. But more than start. Help should 
measured out with miserly hand. Psycho- 
logical laws demand methods for development 
initiative and inventive power. When chil- 
dren are confronted with new problem, how 
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many them tend say, “We didn’t take 
that yet”? This sure sign that there has 
been too much mathematics. 
Happy the pupils when the the 
engineer the mathematics train instead 
being the engine. 

All this means effort. One might say 
that development effort itself 
psychological law. whole host 
things. Building morale, building suc- 
cess, use praise, accuracy, speed, training

for initiative, integration personality, and 
inventiveness. Catholic teachers need 
aware it, because successful living the 
Catholic life requires effort. Development 
effort depends great deal the methods 
and the psychology use our everyday 
classroom work. Perhaps subject gives bet- 
ter opportunity for character growth than 
mathematics, unless the greatest all 
subjects religion. 


Teaching Modern Languages

During this period educational accelera- 
tion when every subject the curriculum 
must have definite reason, the respon- 
sibility the teacher answer this challenge 
presenting his subject such manner 
that its place the high school program will 
justified and its necessity recognized. 

The essential concern our teaching must 
the development wholesome individuals, 
equipped make living and play 
proper part our common life, which will 
fit them spend eternity with God. The rear- 
ing young Americans far more vital 
concern than the fate any particular sub- 
ject the course study. Each subject, 
order maintain its place, should make 
definite contribution the realization and 
accomplishment the great aims educa- 
tion. 

The modern tendency overemphasize 
those courses the curriculum which have 


the greatest practical and material returns. 


The subjects which are listed primarily 
cultural are regarded unimportant and even 
obstacles the path progress because 
their returns cannot measured material 
standards. But who will deny that the skills 
developed and trained through the so-called 
unpractical subjects make the greatest 
contributions the efficient performance 
the practical things life? 

One the units the educational pro- 
gram under fire the present time foreign 
languages. What place foreign languages, 
particularly modern languages, hold the 
high school course? 

the role language the life man. 
Through language man not only makes known 
his thoughts, feelings, and desires, but its 
usage also helps form them. Ability 
think clearly develops with the ability 
express thought. Breadth observation and 
experience, capacity for making fine dis- 
criminations, and thinking with exactness and 
accuracy are not only evidenced but definitely 


richly varied vocabulary 


and habits effective construction. The 
learning than one’s mother 
tongue brings with the enlargement 
mental outlook and the formation dis- 
ciplined habits thinking. 

The retention modern languages the 
program studies justified not only be- 
cause their traditional status, but also 
because their practical and cultural im- 
portance. Their usefulness the practical 
side will depend the specific needs for 
foreign language that arise the pupil’s life. 


The extent which modern languages func- 
tion the cultural aspect the work will 
depend largely the shaping the lan- 
guage course and the quality teaching 
done. 

The first step toward effective teaching 
learning decide the objectives. What 
objectives should the modern-language teacher 
set for two-year high school course? 

First, there are the purely linguistic objec- 
tives. knowledge the language central. 
This must the prime concern the 
teacher. The effort every teacher lan- 
guage must encourage alertness and pre- 
cision selection, construction, enunciation, 
speaking, and writing words for any purpose. 
Every teacher whose special concern verbal 
expression should feel major responsibility 
for the development good linguistic habits 
the pupils. Stated specifically formulate 
those objectives follows: 

Ability read the language correctly. 

Ability understand the language 
ordinary difficulty based definite vo- 
cabularly. 

Ability take dictation after one pre- 
liminary hearing. 

Ability answer questions ordinary 
difficulty. 

Ability analyze easy passage gram- 
matically, giving evidence clear under- 
standing the grammatical phenomena and 
verb forms that are necessary for intelligent 
reading. 

Ability write correctly the modern 
language upon materials that have been taught. 

short, the development the four 
and writing should the goal the language 
teacher. classes widely ability 
and interests, however, this fourfold aim 
teaching sometimes difficult attain. 
the case weaker students, experience has 
proved that more beneficial develop the 
skills reading and aural understanding than 
insist all four objectives. The speaking 
skill seems fact unattainable some 
students. ask poor student speak 
foreign language him discouraging 
that has neither spirit nor time nor energy 
left the reading that would otherwise 
have been able do. 

But the standard set for the capable stu- 
dent should not lowered. his abilities are 
utilized, can make giant strides the 
attainment the fourfold teaching aim 
the language studying. important 
that the objectives modified and the 
course conducted that each student may 
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derive the maximum amount good from 
the course, matter what level discon- 
tinues its study. 

While the mastery the linguistic skills 
the immediate objective the language 
course, vital part must the building 
sound knowledge the foreign culture. 
This objective should interwoven all along 
the way with the learning the language. The 
primary end linguistic, but the cultural ele- 
ment should the medium, that is, the cul- 
tural material should embedded the 
reading that done. 

Study the culture foreign peoples and 
regions involves many elements. There must 
consideration both material and spirit- 
ual factors. Knowledge must developed 
the physical resources people, the 
geographical and historical environment that 
has influenced the group tastes and habits. 
the institutions which these tastes and 
habits have given rise, and, general, all 
the various manifestations the tempera- 
ment that has come mark the nation. 

The material phases civilization may 
grouped under geography, economics, and 
sociology. thorough study the geography 
the country, the land and its use the 
people, well within the range the first- 
year student. The history the nation and 
the story its great men will greatly aid 
the pupils appreciate the contribution 
the country world culture and civilization. 

The temperamental qualities and traditional 
ways thinking and acting that lie behind 
the established institutions country will, 
perhaps, always more effectively conveyed 
its arts than its sciences. Music, paint- 
ing, sculpture, architecture, costume, social 
customs, home life, all these suggest the 
temperament and qualities people 
way that scientific analysis conditions 
institutions could. About all these things 
the student must read widely. 

The reading lesson may well 
mented with visual material and realia. 
these elements are found the course, surely 
there will developed sympathetic under- 
standing the foreign culture. the teacher 
has broad knowledge the country whose 
language she teaching, she will the 
interpreter the best elements the na- 
tion’s culture. 

The setting proper and possible aims 
the first step language teaching. 
only one phase the teacher’s work. But 
sure and firm foundation worth-while 
objectives has been laid, the task selecting 
proper methods which these aims may 
achieved and choosing helpful materials 
will simplified.

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Morning and Night Prayer: Project 


Mother Bernadette, 


The object all religious instruction 
instill into the minds the children the 
knowledge and love God and foster 
correct religious habits the life each. 
This “carry-over” “fruit” the religion 
hour found the actual living habits 
the children. our religion classes fail 
influence the life the child have 
failed our aim. 

does little good for children memorize 
definitions about prayer, the necessity 
prayer, and times prayer, something 
not done produce active living response. 
Some stimulus needed which will carry 
over and bring prayer into the daily life 
each child. 

dealing with small children, merely talk- 
ing not sufficient. The child must have 
something more tangible, something can 
see remind him, something can feel 
and hold. Small children grasp ideal bet- 
ter when presented them different 
forms and from various angles. Necessary 
repetitions must presented various in- 
teresting colors hold interest. 

From experience, many teachers have found 
that neither talks nor the use such devices 
turning chair upside down remind one 
saying morning prayers upon awakening 
were fruitful. Morning after morning, when 
the children who had remembered say 
morning and night prayers were asked 
raise their hands, only few hands went 
and some these hesitatingly they seemed 
expression the conviction know 
should have said them” wish had 
said 

for these reasons that the second 
grade Sacred Heart School worked out the 
above project which, believe, was more suc- 
cessful than any other have tried. The proj- 
ect was begun the first week Lent and 
continued throughout the Holy Season. The 
six weeks its duration carried with 
influencing power. 


Project: Morning and evening prayer. 

Aim: help the children form lasting 
habit saying morning and night prayers. 

Materials: Catechism definitions prayer, 
necessity prayer, times prayer, etc. 
Prayers: Our Father, Hail Mary, Act 

Contrition, Morning Offering, short acts 

Faith, Hope, and Charity.

Every child 
the class participated this work. These 
posters were posted around the room for the 
children enjoy. Motto posters were then 
made and displayed the room. 

must remembered that way 
whatsoever were the children led think 
that neglect daily prayers was mortal sin. 
But the added merit which morning prayers 
gives all our good actions, even the 
insignificant ones, was well explained together 
with the glory and praise which given 
God such easy act. Even the smallest 
children grasped these points. Here are some 
examples: child seven explained the 
meaning our motto poster, 
Prayers Give Spiritual Value Our Day,” 
her own words saying: “That means 
say our morning prayers will get more 
glory and happiness heaven for every good 
thing that Another second grader 
expressed thus: “We give God glory when 
say our morning prayers and offer Him 
our work. When offer God our work, 
must well. Morning prayers make even 
our play and eating pleasing God.” Another 
tiny tot reasoned: will get two joys for 
paper, the 100 per cent and something 
heaven also.” 
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The next step was decide upon the time 
and form prayers. know that opinions 
differ this point. known fact 
that many workingman and busy mother 
say morning prayers the way work 
work. But experience has taught that, 
this method used with small children, 
they will end with morning offering 
all. Saying prayers the way school 
while dressing too distracting method 
for them. And again, children are trained 
depend upon the school prayer for their 
morning offering, summer vacation will soon 
steal away much glory from God well 
merit for themselves. Therefore, our second- 
grade children decided upon the short and 
easy ejaculation God offer Thee to- 
day, the Our Father, and “Angel 
God” prayer their form morning prayers. 
timed these and found they scarcely take 
half minute. Who too busy give God 
half minute each day? Many humorous 
little examples were given here about the 
stingy creature who would not give God half 
minute and then wasted half hour. The 
time they chose say their morning prayers 
was the very first thing upon rising. Night 
prayers were also discussed and the children 
decided that these should also short and 
yet include the Act Contrition and the 
short forms the Acts Faith, Hope, and 
Charity. 

studying the lives the saints, the 
ordinary was stressed rather than the extra- 
ordinary. Facts such these were told: 
“Children, all know there are hundreds 
and thousands saints. Some were men and 
some were women. Some even were little 
children. Once they all lived earth just 
today. They all had work do. 
But there one thing the saints did which 
made them saints; that is, they loved and 
served God heroically.” dealing with the 
saints, stressed special manner their 
gave occasional examples how God 
manifested His pleasure with them for their 
unfailing devotion prayer. dealing with 
small children, found best stress the 
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lives saints who were faithful prayer 
from early childhood rather than examples 
faithfulness after conversion. 

perhaps the opinion some teachers 
that parents should see the daily prayers 
the children. This indeed the ideal and 
desired situation. But since present-day con- 
ditions have proved that not done, 
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should not those who can help 
Teachers, especially, should the alert 
use any method which will bring stronger 
faith and love God into the world, and 
indeed this actual living acknowledgment 
God prayer which will bring about the 
fulfillment the beautiful ejaculation 
Bless America.”

same way, sentences are made supplying 
linking verbs for such outlines as: This book 
—precious; The lights—dim; 
etc. repeat the test for action. These are 
sentences. The linking words are 
“no-action” words. 

Now the children are told that all these 
words that work linking are called linking 
verbs. They state again what the words link. 
They have learned that linking verb joins 
noun the adjective which describes it. 

The next step introduces the predicate noun. 
Change sentence like seems 
seems strong boy.” “How many 
persons are mentioned this sentence? Only 
one, Tom and boy are words referring the 
same person. What work strong doing? 
What seems linking?” Cover the word boy. 
“Tom seems strong” doesn’t make complete 
sense.

Present several other sentences with 
predicate noun (complement noun). these 
sentences give picture any action?

Distinctive features 
color names: 

Red. This the 
color name.

Black. This has three

Brown. This has only 
one “high part.” 

Green. This has one 
part.” 

Yellow. This has two 
“high parts” the middle. 

Orange. This starts with 
“round one”; child’s 
language, starts 
“with its mouth open.” 

Purple. This has two 
“low parts” 
“high part.” 

Gray. This has two 
“low one each 
end; quite short but 
not short red.

Moreover, great 
majority these words are not easily pre- 
sented using any system phonetic con- 
trol. Seventy words constitute about one third 
up-to-date primer vocabulary. For these 
reasons special practice these lists seems 
worth while.

Evidently had been 
written for older children, and the magazine 
was closed with regret, but with the resolu- 
tion suggest that one the higher grades 
make use it. During the course the 
week, when the story St. Francis was 
told the little ones, they were delighted

However, something special must 
designate the “Little Brothers,” so, with 
brown sweaters for foundation gathered 
enough brown material various shades 
make simple habits with hoods, heavy twine 
being used for girdles. nightgown sufficed 
for alb, and small chasuble cut from bit 
white sateen was adorned with yellow 
cross and completed Father Sylvester’s cos- 
tume. The other characters simply added 
bright scarf, skirt borrowed from mother, 
trousers and shirt from brother. St. Joseph 
had grandad’s big cane. Angels were white 
light-colored dresses with bit tinsel 
around the head. the number towns- 
people and angels not limited, all the pupils 
had parts. 

Our scenery was very simple few ever- 
greens. Small children have such vivid imagi- 
nations that found grotto and animals 
unnecessary. However, felt very 
useful have attention directed the 
would form the basis future teaching 
the Mass. Therefore, the altar made 
quite complete using table with white 
cloth, tabernacle consisting white box 
with gold paper door pasted on, chalice cov- 
ered with paper veil, crucifix, six lighted 
candles, and small book for Missal. 

Two days before the Christmas holidays,

play ready for performance.

Jesus, love You.” Still kneeling, all sang,

Fuel Conservation Methods for Schoolhouses 


The following outline procedures for saving 
fuel has been taken and adapted from bulletin 
entitled “Conservation Fuel,” Messrs. Rowley, 
Jordan, and London, and published the En- 
gineering Experiment Station the University 
Minnesota. They are reproduced here remind 
school executives the increasing need for fuel 
conservation during this second year the war. 
While 1942, there was considerable agitation for 
fuel conservation, very little heard this year con- 
cerning the problem and feared that 
numerous school systems have overlooked the in- 
creasing importance saving coal and fuel, both 
because the growing shortages and because 
transportation difficulties.

Application insulation the ceiling 
the top floor will save from per cent 
the yearly fuel costs.

Application insulation walls and top 
floor ceilings will result increase the 
inside wall and ceiling surface temperatures. This 
will result increased comfort and decreased 
fuel costs.

Application storm windows will raise 
the inside window surface temperature and thus 
result in. increased comfort and increased fuel 
savings.

12. Over period years there may 
separation the window and door frames from 
the exterior building materials because con- 
tinual expansion and contraction these frames 
and materials when subjected varying tem- 
peratures. Air leakage through such cracks may 
largely eliminated “calking” these cracks 
and crevices. 

13. Air leakage through cracks between the 
upper and lower sashes window may 
eliminated the application cellulose tape 
joints. 

14. The air leakage into basement areas should 
reduced minimum that the heat escap- 
ing from the heating plant put good usage 
eliminating cold floors above the basement. 
All broken basement windows should repaired 
and all cracks should well calked. 


Steam and Hot Water Heating Systems 


15. For highest efficiency all steam and hot 
water piping should quickly freed air dur- 
ing operation and completely filled with steam 
hot water. 

16. Any steam hot water pipes which are 
not actually used aid heating rooms should 
well insulated. 

17. Any radiators which are not use either 
should covered the lines leading them 
should disconnected. 

18. Any objects which shield radiators such 
drapes and curtains, magazines, cabinets, etc., 
should removed order obtain the maxi- 
mum output from the radiators. 

19. Any collection dirt between the sections 
fins radiators convectors should re- 
moved obtain maximum radiator efficiency. 

20. For maximum efficiency, radiators should 
not covered with coating bronze 
aluminum paint. The radiator efficiency may 
improved much per cent the applica- 
ordinary oil paints preferably dark 
color. 

21. Some fuel saving may result and some in- 
crease radiator efficiency may experienced 
surface high reflectivity placed behind 
each radiator. Much the heat which nor- 
mally would absorbed the surface the 
wall back the radiator would then re- 
flected into the room. 

22. forced circulation hot water heating 
system used, the motor bearings the water 
pump should oiled least once each season. 

23. Any insulation missing from 
covering should replaced reduce the loss 
heat from the boiler the basement. 

24. All boiler flue surfaces should cleaned 
periodically, preferably with wire brushes and 
vacuum cleaner. Collections soot the flue 
surfaces may reduce the efficiency the heating 
plant much per cent. 


Heating Systems 


25. The air filters forced air heating sys- 
tem should either cleaned replaced least 
once each year oftener necessary. 

26. With both gravity and forced air heating 
systems all the joints both the supply and 
return air ducts should sealed with strips 
asbestos made tight some other approved 
fashion. However, the entire duct work should 
not covered with layer asbestos paper 
the change color and nature the surface 
when covered with paper will increase instead 
decrease the loss heat from the ducts. 

27. All supply and return air registers and 
grills both gravity warm air and forced air 
heating systems should open and unobstructed. 
case, should furniture other articles 
allowed prevent the free flow air through 
these openings. 

28. With forced air heating system, addi- 
tional heat required outdoor ventilation air 
taken into the unit and distributed throughout 
the building. The economical operation the 
heating plant will obtained when the intro- 
duction outdoor air limited and per cent 
the air recirculated from the room. 

29. gravity warm air heating systems return 
air ducts should insulated from high tempera- 
ture sources heat. this not done, the air 
returning the furnace will heated before 
reaching the furnace and this will reduce the 
ability the system circulate air gravity. 

30. cast iron furnace used conjunc- 
tion with gravity warm air heating system, the 
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joints between the castings the furnace should 
reset and recemented every three four years 
reputable heating contractor. 

31. The motor and blower bearings forced 
air heating system should oiled least once 
each heating season. 

32. The flues and heating surfaces any air 
heating system should cleaned all soot 
periodically maintain highest efficiency. de- 
posit soot such heating surfaces may reduce 
the overall efficiency the heating plant much 
per cent. 


Domestic Hot Water 


33. hot water storage tank should thor- 
oughly insulated reduce the loss heat from 
the hot water the tank the surrounding air. 

leaky hot water faucets should re- 
eliminate this waste both water and 

eat. 

35. found necessary allow water 
run during cold weather prevent freezing 
piping, this defect the piping system should 
repaired. The application insulation the cor- 
rect points will usually eliminate the necessity 
running the water. 

36. The amount fuel required for heating 
domestic hot water may reduced heating 
only during morning and evening hours and never 
heating water above temperature 140 


Maintenance Correct Temperature Within 
Heated Structure 


37. Appreciable savings fuel may effected 
the maintenance the lowest practical tem- 
peratures within the heated structure. 
usually possible maintain much lower tem- 
peratures during the nighttime hours than during 
the daytime hours effect even further savings. 

38. Reduce turn off completely all heat sup- 
plied unoccupied spaces. there any danger 
damage freezing such cases, maintain the 
temperature slightly above freezing all times. 
the case radiators unoccupied spaces, the 
simplest means shutting them off without 
causing damage the radiators the piping 
cover them. 

39. structure unoccupied for sev- 
eral days, the temperature may reduced 
temperature reduced much lower than this, 
there may some damage freezing pipes 
walls plumbing because the temperatures 
which such pipes are exposed would some- 
where between the indoor temperature and the 
outdoor temperature. 

40. Use thermostatic control prevent over- 
heating and consequent waste fuel. 


Combustion Efficiency 


41. automatic fuel being used the heat- 
ing installation, the percentage carbon dioxide 
the flue gases should checked heating 
engineer order ascertain whether the fuel 
being fired with maximum efficiency. addi- 
tion, the chimney draft and the stack temperature 
must also checked. All these determinations 
impossible determine the correct setting for 
firing fuel any other means. 

42. All heating installations firing automatic 
fuel should equipped with automatic draft 
regulators the stack for maximum efficiency. 
Without such device impossible set any 
installation for maximum efficiency under all con- 
ditions the stack draft will vary considerably 
with changes outdoor temperature and wind 
velocity. 

43. The fuel input automatic heating in- 
stallation should adjusted the lowest prac- 
tical value which will satisfy the heating require- 
ments during the coldest weather conditions. 
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44. the heating surface boiler furnace 
insufficient satisfy the maximum heating re- 
quirements and still maintain reasonable effi- 
ciency, may possible increase the heating 
efficiency the installation the use fuel 
saver. 

45. hand-firing coal used the heat- 
ing installation, care should taken that the 
methods firing are those which will result 
minimum waste fuel. 


General 


46. minimum loss heat through windows 
will result all shades are fully drawn during 
the evening and night hours. Drawing shades 
and curtains will not only result reduction 
heat loss through the windows but will also 
raise the average surface temperature the 
room and thus result greater feeling 
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warmth the occupants for the same tempera- 
ture conditions within the room. 

47. considerable saving fuel may result 
all windows are kept closed during the night 
hours. From the standpoint actual ventilation 
requirements, there sufficient leakage air 
from the outside the building the inside 
take care any needs from health standpoint. 
The only time when opening windows 
schoolhouse during winter months justified 
for the elimination odors.. 

48. Some rooms which are heated during nor- 
mal times and which have high heat losses may 
have the heat cut off for the duration the war 
without any undue discomfort. For example, 
heated garages are luxury, the amount 
fuel required heat the average garage, even 
when attached the house, great compari- 
son with the advantages gained. 


Check Fire Extinguishers 


important activity for fire prevention should 
attention fire extinguishers. 

The use critical metals for the manufacture 
new extinguishers has been greatly curtailed, 
and practically the entire output 
extinguisher industry going the armed forces 
and war plants with top priority ratings. 
will impossible, many cases, replace 
damaged obsolete standard fire extinguishers 
until after the war. 

Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., and the Fac- 
tory Mutual Laboratories, which test and permit 
labels approval placed various types 
extinguishers meeting their standards design 
and performance, have adopted Emergency Alter- 
nate Specifications for certain types extin- 
guishers effort relieve the situation. The 
spirit which these specifications have been 
adopted expressed the following statement 
the Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc.: 

“National preparedness and defense, and now 
wartime controls critical materials, have re- 
quired use various substitute materials and 
methods, some which may not acceptable 
after Victory, their replacement becoming 
necessary part the cost war.” 

However, proper care standard fire extin- 


guishers that conform the peacetime standards 
the underwriters will keep them good oper- 
ating condition indefinitely. Enforcement the 
following general rules will prolong the usefulness 
existing equipment: 

Recharge extinguishers immediately after use 
and after the interval time recommended 
the manufacturer. 

Use only recharging supplies and replacement 
parts obtained from the manufacturer. 

Follow the instructions the units closely 
when recharging all types extinguishers. 

Inspect extinguishers least once month 
make certain they are filled, operative, and 
have not been tampered with.

Have men the premises who are familiar 
with the inspection and recharging extinguish- 
ers, and who understand the correct methods for 
keeping the equipment ready for instant, efficient 
use.

RURAL LIFE CONDUCTS 
EDUCATION DAY 


The wartime meeting the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference featured Education 
Day Saturday, October planned Dr. 
John Treacy and the Graduate School staff 
Marquette University. the forenoon the 
problem was stated the matters curriculum 
content, leadership training, vocational guidance, 
etc.

The Resolutions 


The following resolutions were adopted the 
close the convention, summarizing the attitude 
the Conference the matter rural 
education: 

“Closely allied the work religion that 


education. Better rural schools better 
trained rural teachers are very much needed. The 
Conference deplores the fact that rural parents 
have allowed their rural homes and their rural 
schools become the recruiting stations for cities 
and city jobs. Commercial urban textbooks and 
urban-minded teachers, filled with snobbery and 
derision for rural life, render service rural 
homes and rural communities. teacher should 
teach rural children unless she has social point 
view social philosophy which leads her 
understand and sympathetic rural life. The 
rural schools should proper choice subjects 
and methods develop, enlarge, and perfect the 
creative abilities boys and girls, the creative 
abilities which can come fruition the mak- 
ing good rural home, and the building 
better rural community. life, and, therefore, 
education, homes and communities are primary 
things. Homes and communities are built with 
hands well with heads. There must 
rural schools courses which train the hands 
well the intellects the building better 
homes and better communities. 

“The Conference does not favor laws that 
would place education more and more under the 
control the Federal Government. such cen- 
tralization power democratic institutions, 
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which are rooted primarily local ground, would 
become gravely endangered. The Conference 
warns farmers vigilant lest through federal 
subsidies they lose control over their 
Danger governmental encroachment their 
rights and freedoms will grow proportion 
they themselves neglect give support rural 
schools. They should leave nothing undone 
provide the best possible facilities for good 
education for their children. 

“Education, however, does not cease with 
school days. Through folk schools, study circles, 
and discussion clubs, farmers should strive 
round out their education, not only with regard 
agricultural matters but also with regard 
things religious and cultural. The Conference 
favors the further development adult educa- 
tion which happily has taken firm root rural 
soil.” 

Due wartime restrictions travel, the at- 
tendance the Conference this year was limited 
the officers the Conference, the diocesan 
rural-life directors, and such friends and mem- 
bers the Conference who might attend. The 
Conference reviewed its program rural-life 
summer schools and institutes and formulated 
plans for 1944 sessions.
